Of the Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon that will 
happen in the Tear 1742 


Ithin the Circumference of this Year, there will be 
four Eclipſes of the Luminaries, two of each Light, 
but inviſible at Londen, they happen in the following 


The 
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The firſt Eclipſe is of the Moon, on Saturday at 41 
Two in the Afternoon, the 8th Day cf May ; the 
Eclipſe will be but ſmall in it ſelf, ſcarce two Digits on 
the South or Lower Side of the Moon's Body, and tis 
over before the Moon riſes, conſequently not viſible at Las- 
an; but in the Eaſtern Parts of the Globe it may be ſeen. 
The ſecond Eclipſe is of the Sun, on Saturday the 224 
Day of May, 53' 12 at Night ; this will be a great 
and Central Eclipſe, but not ſeen in Europe. 

The third Eclipſe is of the Moon, and falls on Monday 
Nwvember the iſt, a little paſt Noon; it is inviſible at Los- 
din, the Moon will be more than half darken'd on the 
North or Upper-ſide. : 

The fourth and laſt Eclipſe this Year is of the Sun on 
Tueſday the 16th Day of November, about Six a Clock in 
the Morning ; the Eclipſe will be over before the Sun riſe, 
and therefore inviſible at London; but in the Southern Part 
of the World it will be ſeen Central and Annular. 

As theſe Eclipſes are all inviſible to us, their Effects can- 
not be of any great Signification, I ſhall only Remark, 
that the Places under the Eclipſed Signs M. I, , and 

J, are Norway, Bavaria, Feſe, Catalmia, Algiers, 
Valentia, Spain, Hungary, Ruſſia, Ireland, Perfia, Sar- 
dinia, Flanders, Brabant, Egypt, London, and Bruges.

piter 28' 12” : This Conjunction falls near that violent fixed 
Star the Lion's Heart, which is of the Nature of Mars ; it is a 
moſt famous Conjunction, and certainly will be attended with 
very ſignal Effects. Conjunctions of Saturn and F upiter do 
convert and change Things, faith Alnanſor. The firſt 
Conjunction of the grand Planets in the fiery Trigon, cal- 
led by Aſtrologers, the Seventh or Sabbatical Return, was 
upon the 7th Day of December 1603, and 'tis rational to 
judge that ſome great and notable Work concerning Reli- 
gion, ſhould be Part of the Effects of this eminent Con- 
junction, which ſhould continue about 20 Years, and not 
only Europe, but the whole World will be concern'd there- 
in. This Congreſs of the Planets, in the great Dignities 
of the Sun, muſt certainly have as glorious Effects. One 
Thing conſiderable as to our Nation, did follow the Con- 
junction of Saturn and Fupiter in Sagittary 1603, which 
was the happy uniting of England and Scoland, by the 
coming in of King James the Firſt ; but ſeconded with a 
great Plague in ap | The ſecond Conjunction in the 
fery Trigon, was on the 7th Day of Zuly 1623, in and 
about 7% of N. During the Effects of which Conjunction 
we had both Peace and Plenty in our Land, and often 
courted by many Ambaſſadors, defiring a continuance of 
Amity and Friendſhip. The third Conjunction of the 
Superior Planets, was upon the 15th of February 1643, in 
about 250 of ; this Conjunction fell out of Courſe, it 
ſhould have been in V, but meeting in an Acquatick 
Sign, did quench, or allay all thoſe general 2 Acci- 
dents the two former Conjunctions did fore-thew. Un- 
der the Influence of this Conjunction, the Civil War in 
England broke out, which came to ſuch a Height, that 
King Charles I. was beheaded before his own Palace Gate. 
The fourth Conjunction was in Z 13 47 Ooeber 11, 1663, 
according to Lai. Eich/iadio Ephemiris. It was uſher'd 
in with two or three Comets, and ſhortly after followed the 
great Plague in London, and the moſt prodigious Fire that 
ever happen'd in that famous City. The fifth Conjunction 
of theſe two Planets was, October 20, in 199%, 55” N 
according to our Eugliſb Merlin, Amo 1682, but according 
to Gaabuy, October 9, in 199, 2' KN.

13 Weeks Froſt, and the troubleſome Reign of King 
James the Second ; the Abdication of that Prince; the 
coming in of King William, of glorious Memory, with 
many other remarkable Circumflances ; the Plot, for Aflaſ- 
finating King William III, for which Charnmck, King, 
Keys, Sir John Friend, and Sir Milliam Perkins, were 
drawn, hang'd and quarter'd ; and laſtly, the Death of 
that glorious and heroick Prince happen'd under the In- 
fluence of this Triple Conjunction in the Fiery Trigon.

Here it is well remembred, how the Allies under the com- 
mand of Prince Eugene and the Duke of Marlborough beat 
the King of France to purpoſe ; then followed a Peace, 
and the Deaths of Queen Ame, of Lewis XIV. King of 
France, and one of the greateſt Solar Eclipſes that ever 
happened at London in any Age. And now came in the 
Hanover Line, whom God long preſerve: The Rebellion 
began in Scotland, and the Farl of Mar defeated near 
Dumblain, and a Skirmiſh with another Body of Rebels 
at Preflon in Lancaſhire, Nowemler 13, and 14.
